Mr. Manly addressed the committee. He had, at first,
thought it were better to say to the negro, ““stay where
you are at present,” “await the development of circun-
stances.” The gquestion had greatly emborrassed Lin, bat
a number of considerations hiad led him tothe conclnsion
that it is best for us in view of all the circumstances, to
enact the section into a law. The States South of us, he
said, with the exception, perhaps of South Caroling, had
preceded us in this matter, and in some foom or other hiad
given the negro the right to testifyv., He was not propared
to vote to separate our State in policy from those States
to which we were bound alike by the ties of affcetion, mis-
fortune and interest. Besides, 1if we do not aceord protece-
tion and justice to the negro, Congress wounld take charge
of his affairs. A bill had already passed one branch of
Congress and wonld doubtless soon be passed Ly the other,
to render the Freedmoen's Burean a permanent institution
and to enlarge its powers, 11 we reluse to allow suels tes-
timony it would be forced upon us.

Mr. Allison moved to amend the scetion by striking ont
the words ““against a white person,™ and inscrting the

Mr. Gash introdnced a memoriad praying the General
Assembly not to levy the nsual tax, signed by more than
60 citizens of the coanty of DBuncombe ; referred to the
committee on Finance.

Mr. Wiggins from the committee on Finanee to whom
was referrcd a communication from the Governor relative
to property claimed by the State, particalarly Rosing which
is also clarmed by individuals; reported they had consider-
ed the same and ask to be discharged fromit= turther con-
sideration, and that it be referred to the Judiciary cour-
mittec.,  The reference was made.

Mr. Bogle from the committee on the Judiciary to whom
was referred the Bl to prevent obstractions being placed
in Catawba river to interfere with the passage of tish, re-
ported back the same with 2 recommendation that it do
not pass.

SCIREME COULT DBENCIL

Mr. Howard, from the Judiciary committee, to whom
was referred the bill to amend chapter 33d of the Revised
Ceodde, reported back the same recommending its passagc.
[ This bill provides for five Judges fur the Supreme Court. ]

By the same, the bill giving further security to widows
for a vear's provisions, recommending its rejection.

Also, a resolution instructing satd committee to enquire
into the expediency of amending the law as to grand ju-
rors, had considered the same and ask to be discharged
from its further consideration.

THE HOURL OF MEETING,

The untinished business being in order, the resolulion
introduced by Mr. Wiggins, providiug for the meeting of
the Senate at 10 A, M., ule\- =5 otherwise ordered, was
read and adopted.

CHEROKEE INDIANS.

Mr. Keener from the joint seleet committee to whom was
referred & communication from the Governor relating to
the Chervkee Indians; reported back the same by bill an-
thorizing said lndians to remain in the State § recommen-
ding its passage. .

Mr. Carter introduced a resolution authorizing the
Sheriff of Beaufort county to collect all arrears of taxcs
for the vear of '59-60 and 61, referred to the Judiciary
committiee,

INTEREST ON STATE BONDS,

On motion of Mr. Howard, the bill introdneed by Mr.
Berry, providing for the izsne of treasary notes to be taken
in payment of interest on state bonds now due, was takeu
up. Mr. Berry urged strongly the passage of the bill. He
regarded it of the first importance to maintain the eredit
of the state, and believed the bill proposed was the most
effective method now presented.  Noildea was more repul-
sive to him than repudiation. He regarded the repudia-
tion of the state debt by the convention the most fatal stab
ever given to the credit of the state, and only less fatal in
its consequences than the act of secession. )

Mr. Howard was opposed to the section by which these
notes were to be exchanged for coupons. They were
mainly in the hands of northern eapitalists, who would Le
principally benefitted by the bill. He was utterly opposed
to every species of repudiation.  He had, in the late con-
vention, with all the ability he possessed, opposed the re-
pudiation of the war debt—no power on earth cotuld con-
pel him to east a vote that would tarnish the honor and
reputation of the state.

'.\Ir. Carter considered it a most important measure, and
begeed that it should not be hastily Jdisposed of.  He sub-
mitted various snuggestions upon the provisions of the bill,
which our space will not allow us to notice particnlarly
He hoped 2 vote on the bill would be postponed, as he w.s
not fu}l_\' prepared to act upon it. o

Mr. Morehead was strongly in favor of the Lill; if any
one however conld submit a better method of meeting the
case, he was ready to consider it. Objections had been
urged that the notes could not be circulated. He thought
differently. The people must have a circulation, and he
knew nothing better that the legislature could do. _

The qestion recurring on the second reading of the bill,
it was rejected by a vote of 32 to .

USURY LAWS. ‘

Mr. Bynum introduced a bill to establish the rates of in-
terest, zfllu\\'ing 8 per cent. interest on money loaned,
which was referred to the committee on the judiciary.

A message from the house transmitting the following
enerossed bill, resolution, &e., which were read and re-
ferred as follows, viz:

A bill for the further suspension of the operation of the
statute of limitation, which was referred to the judiciary
committee.

Additional names for justices of the peace for the coun-
ties of Harnett and Alexander concurrcd in.

A resolution in favor of Jacob Siler ; read and passed.

COMPTROLLER.

A communication from the state comptroller, giving in-
formatinn in regard to the duties of said office, showing
that the amount of labor has increased immensely, and that
the salary of said officer is much smaller than formerly
allowed, also that every state in the United States except
North Carolina fixed the salary of comptroller at a sum
equal to that of treasurer or greater. The duties of the
oftice demand the services of a clerk, who should be paid
a salary at least of $1000. On motion of Mr. Ferebee it
was sent to the House, with a proposition to refer to the
joint committee of conference on this subject.

WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA Il R.

The Speaker announced the special order, to-wit: The
bill to amend an act, entitled An Act to incorporate the
Western North Carolina railroad company. [The bill pro-
vides that the state shall pay to the road its subseription
whenever, under the terms of the charter it becomes in-
debted to it, $20,000, instead of $50,000, as 1s now pro-
vided.] Messre. Morehead and Pitchford opposed, and
Bynum and Jones of Columbus, favored its passage.

Mr. Jones of Colnmbus, offered the following amend-
ment, which was adopted, viz :

“ Provided, That this act shall extend only to the pay-
ment of one instalmewt of $20,000, and shall be appropria-
ted to the repair of the road.”

The question recurring on its passage, was put and de-
cided in the negative—yeas 16, nays 23. The yeas and
nays were ordered on motion of Mr. Cowper.

The resolution was adopled and the report was ordered
to be printec.

Mr. Allison rose to a personal explanation. In the re-
port of legislative procecdings in the morning papers, it
was stated that the athendment he offered, in committee
of thie whole, to the 11th section of the bill. in relation to
negroes, Indiuns, and persens of color, proposed to allow
negroes to testity in ol controversies. Such was not the
purport of the amendment. Tt only proposed to admit
negro testimony in controversies to which they are parties,
The section without such amendment, permitted the negro
to testify against white persons, but not in Uwir facor.—
[t was with a view to obviate this that the amendment
was offered.

AMr. Cox introduced a bill for the relicf of the sureties of
J. K. White, late sherift of Perquimans county.
